Mrs. llupp said Mrs. Cousins 
carried one patient from the 


home, down an icy slick drive, 
and put him in a car. 
“ I couldn't save any more,” 
Mrs. Cousins wailed. “ I couldn’t 
get to them. 
“ Why couldn’t I have done 
more.” 
Several rescue workers noted 
the building was without lights

except

smoke. The rescue went on in 
the dark or with flashlights.

When completed, it will bring 
to 76,700 the number of civilian 
jobs abolished as part of the 
Nixon administration economy 
drive started last fall.

MARIETTA, Ohio .(AP) - 
* ire flashing through a private 
nursing home killed 21 aged 
patients—19 women and two 
men—and left at least 27 per­ 
sons injured, some critically, 
Friday night. 
’ 


Mayor John Burnwurth term ­ 
ed the disaster the most tragic 
m the history of this city of 
’ OO Per,sun s. It was the worst 
fire of its type in Ohio since 


Nov. 23, 1963, when 63 patients 
perished during a nursing home 
fire in Fitchville. 
Cause of the fire was not de­ 
termined immediately although 
Fire Chief Beman Biehl said it 
apparently started in a patient’s 
room near the outside end of 
the south wing of tile cross­ 
shaped structure. 
Dr. Kenneth Owen, Washing­ 
ton County coroner, said it ap­ 


peared most of the deaths were 
from smoke inhalation. 
The injured included two fire­ 
men and one employe of the 
Harrnar House Nursing Home, 
a modem one-story brick build­ 
ing atop a hill at the West Side 
of this Ohio River community. 
Wind - whipped flames raged 
more than an hour as firemen, 
hampered by six - degree tem­ 
perature, ice and blowing snow, 
joined neighbors and nursing 


home personnel in rescuing pa­ 
tients and locating bodies. 
Biehl said flames seared two- 
thirds of the building and that 
the most severe damage was in 
the halls. 
Police and firemen guarded 
the building, which showed little 
exterior damage, while inspec­ 
tors from the state fire m ar­ 
shall's office searched for the 
fire’s cause. 
The injured were taken to

Retail Sales 
Show Decline 


More Cosh Spent, 
Less Is Bought 


W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 
American consumers apparent 
ly spent more money but bought 
fewer goods in 1969 than in the 
previous year, according to the 
latest 
Commerce 
Department 
figures. 
Retail sales totaled $352.1 bil­ 
lion last year, the department 
said Friday. 
That's about a 4 per cent in­ 
crease iii the dollar figure over 
Hic $339.3 billion sales of 1968. 
But 
since prices 
were 
up 
sharply in 1969, one economist 
explained, 
the 
figures 
show 
clearly that actual sales were 
down. 
The Consumer Price Index 
went up 5.2 »er cent for the first 
ll months of 1969. 
The lag in purchases was 
most evident in durable goods 
such as automobiles and wash­ 
ing machines. Sales for durable 
goods totaled $112.9 billion, a 
dollar increase of only 2 per 
cent over the previous year. The 
1968 sales totaled $110.2 billion. 
Nondurable 
goods 
such 
as 
food and clothing showed a 4 
per cent increase to a 1969 fig­ 
ure of $239.2 billion. In 1968, the 
figure was $229.1 billion. 
Economists saw consumer re­ 
sistance to price increases as a 
possible cause of the sluggish 
sales. One expert said the fig­ 
ures indicate that consumers 
still have considerable reserve 
buying power because of their 
increased personal income and 
the fact that families have dra­ 
matically increased their sav­ 
ings*

HONOLULU (AP) — An an­ 
thropologist who made refugee 
studies in Vietnam says he gave 
the Pentagon documented evi­ 
dence of South Korean war 
atrocities two years ago. He 
said the report was stamped top 
secret and kept quiet. 
A. Terry Rambo, now a grad­ 
uate student at the University of 
Hawaii, disclosed Friday his 
government-sponsored research 
project in 1966 uncovered sys­ 
tematic terror by Korean ma­ 
rines. 
^ 
“Scores of refugees told us 
the reason they had left their 
villages was because the Ko­ 
reans were shooting then.,” he 
said. 
Rambo, 29, said his interview­ 
ers, 
mostly 
Vietnamese 
stu­ 
dents, “got so angry they want­ 
ed to organize a protest demon­ 
stration in Saigon to kick the 
Koreans out of their country.” 
He said refugees in Phu Yen 
Province, located on South Viet­ 
nam’s central coast about 250 
miles northeast of Saigon, told 
of Korean raids in which South 
Vietnamese men and women ci­ 
vilians were picked out at ran­ 
dom and shot, apparently in re­ 
taliation for sniper fire. 
He said he was told nearly 200 
civilians had been massacred. 
But after reporting his find­ 
ings to high-ranking military 
authorities in Saigon, he said. 
“ I was told not to include any 
allegations of Korean atrocities 
in my research report or it 
would never get out of the city.” 
In Saigon today, a South Ko­ 
rean spokesman denied that Ko­ 
rean marbles ever murdered ci­ 
vilians. 
Rambo is a graduate of the 
University 
of 
Michigan 
and 
American 
University 
and 
is 
studying here for his doctor s 
degree in anthropology. 
‘ In 1966, he was employed by 
Human Sciences Research, Inc., 
a private research firm in Mc- 
Clean, Va., and was sent to 
Vietnam to direct a research 
project under a $130,000 Depart­ 
ment of Defense contract. 
His job was to study the effect 
of Viet Cong control on Viet­ 
namese peasants and learn why 
they left their villages. 
“Out 
of 
2,000 
interviews,” 
Rambo said, “ nearly 200 res­ 
ponded with various accounts of 
South Korean atrocities.’’ 
When his student interviewers 
wanted to organize a protest, 
Rambo said he talked them out 
of it on grounds it would aid en­ 
emy propaganda.

Cheek thickness of ice before 
going skating. 
Ice 
may look 
good but

hazardous to the skater, 
W.

Stuckey,

University, says how thick ice 
should 
be depends 
upon 
the 
quality as well as tin* quantity, 
but for ice free of air bubbles 
and 
other 
imperfections, 
he 
recommends the following role 
of thumb: 
When ice is only one inch 
thick — stay off. When it is 
two inches thick, it’s safe for 
only one person. At three in­ 
ches, 
ice 
will 
support 
small 
groups in single file. At four 
inches or more, it’s safe 
for 
skating, skiing, sledding and lee 
fishing. It takes seven or more 
inches to hold up a ear or truck. 
Stuckey 
suggests 
using 
a 
ivhallow-water area such as a 
pond, lagoon, or small lake for 
skating if possible. Ideally, the 
body of water should not be 
more than wtust deep. 
* • * 


N E V E R skate alone, 
he ad­ 
vises. Stay with a companion 
and remain in a shallow' area 
or close to shore, especially at 
night. Also, never build a fire 
on tiie ice, never drive a car 
or truck 011 the ice unless it 
is thick enough and permitted, 
and don’t gather on the ice in 
large groups. 
Should you break through the 
ice, don’t panic. Extend both 
arms along the surface of the 
ice to spread your weight. Then 
kick your legs vigorously to lift 
your 
body 
and 
propel 
you 
forward, making it 
easier to 
slide onto solid ice. 
A rope, pole, ladder, or wide 
board should be kept handy at 
skating areas in case someone 
should break through. By 
ex­ 
tending these to him, while he 
flutter kicks, a rescue can be 
made.

Need Lime

The "pH value” of sods is 
the yardstick 
used 
by 
soil 
scientists to express the degree 
of acidity or alkalinity present 
in various soils. 
It is customary to refer to 
soils with a pll of less than 
7.0 as being acid or "sour." 
Those with a pH value above 
7.0 
are 
called 
alkaline 
or 
"sw eet." 
The lower the pH value is 
below 7.0, the more acid the 
soil, and the higher above 7.0, 
the more alkaline. A pH of 7.0 
is neutral. 
.Most crops perform best at 
a pH of 6.5, although in some 
special cases a higher or lower 
pH value n.ay be Important. 
• • • 


A ItE V IE W of recent soil test 
results from Pickaway County 
indicates that the average pH 
value of local soils is about 6.3 
and that almut 06 per cent of 
the soils need lime for optimum 
crop growth. 
The soil pH by itself is not 
a good indicator of the amount 
of lime needed, but does in­ 
dicate whether or not lime is 
needed. 
In recent years the OSU soil 
test lab has used a term "Lim e 
Test Index” to help indicate 
how much lime is needed. This 
figure is printed on the soil test 
form, and by referring to u 
chart in the Agronomy Gukle. 
the farmer and his lime dealer 
can determine how much lime 
is needed to bring the soil up 
to any desired pH level. 
Lim e Test index 
is 
not a 
replacement for pll value, but 
does indicate the "total” acidity 
in the soil, and can be used 
to determine how 
much liine 
is needed. 
This points out the importance 
of having soil tested now and 
getting 
needed 
lime 
applied 
now, so that your soil fertility 
program is ready to go for T70.

Skaters Urged 
To Check 
Ice Thickness

Check thickness of ice before 
going skating. Ice may look 
good but 
have 
thin 
areas 
hazardous to the skater. 
W. 
E. Stuckey, extension 
safety leader at Ohio State 
University, says how thick ice 
should be depends upon the 
quality as well as the quantity, 
but for Ice free of air bubbles 
and other imperfections, he 
recommends the following rule 
of thumb: 
When ice is only one inch 
thick — stay off. When it is 
two inches thick, ifs safe for 
only one person. At three in­ 
ches, ice will support small 
groups in single file. At four 
inches or more, ifs safe for 
skating, skiing, sledding and ice 
fishing. It takes seven or more 
inches to hold up a car or truck. 
Stuckey 
suggests 
using 
a 
shallow-water area such as a 
pond, lagoon, or small lake for 
skating if possible. Ideally, the 
body at water should not be 
more than waist deep. 
* * * 
NEVER skate alone, he ad­ 
vises. Stay with a companion 
and remain in a shallow area 
or close to shore, especially at 
night. Also, never build a fire 
on the ice, never drive a car 
or truck on the ice unless it 
is thick enough and permitted, 
and don’t gather on the ice in 
large groups. 
Should you break through the 
ice, don’t panic. Extend both 
arms along the surface of the 
ice to spread your weight. Then 
kick your legs vigorously to lift 
your 
body 
and 
propel 
you 
forward, making it 
easier to 
slide onto solid ice. 
A rope, pole, ladder, or wide 
board should be kept handy at 
skating areas in case someone 
should break through. By 
ex­ 
tending these to him, while he 
flutter kicks, a rescue can be 
made.

Most Soils 
Need Lime

The “pl! value” of soils is 
the yardstick 
used 
by 
soil 
scientists to express the degree 
of acidity or alkalinity present 
in various soils. 
It is customary to refer to 
soils with a pH of less than 
7.0 aa being acid or “sour. 
Those with a pH value above 
7.0 
are 
called 
alkaline 
or 
“sweet.” 
The lower tile pH value is 
below 7.0, the more acid tho 
soil, and the higher above 7.0 
the more alkaline. A pl! of 7.0 
is neutral. 
Most crops perform best at 
a pH of 6.5, although in some 
special cases a higher or lower 
pH value may be Important, 
e o e 
A REVIEW of recent soil test 
results from Pickaway County 
indicates that the average pH 
value of local soils is about 6.3 
and that about 66 per cent of 
the soils need lime for optimum 
crop growth. 
Hie soil pH by itself is not 
a good indicator of tile amount 
of lime needed, but does in­ 
dicate whether or not lime is 
needed. 
In recent years tile OSU soil 
test lab has used a term “Lime 
Test Index” to help indicate 
how much lime is needed. Tills 
figure is printed on the soil test 
form, and by referring to a 
chart in the Agronomy Guide, 
the farmer and his lime dealer 
can determine how much lime 
is needed to bring the soil up 
to any desired pl! level. 
Lime Test index Is not a 
replacement for pH value, but 
does indicate the “total” acidity 
in the aoli, and can be used 
to determine how much lime 
is needed. 
This points out die importance 
of having soil tested now and 
getting 
needed 
lime 
applied 
now, so that your soil fertility 
program is ready to go for *70.

This does not mean, 
however, that the work stops, 
since much of the technical 
paper work and the study that 
goes into making a completed 
soil survey including a report 
can be completed during the 
winter months.

have done some mapping in 
eleven of the fifteen townships. 
This gave them an opportunity 
to obtain an overall view of the 
kinds of soils, relief, erosion 
and other important features 
existing throughout the county.

County are subdivided into 147

photographs

equals 1000 feet), making each 
p h o t o g r a p h average ap­ 
proximately 2,200 acres in she.

take a large part of each food 
dollar. To economize on these 
foods, you will want to compare 
prices, and watch for specials. 
The following pointers can help 
improve your shopping skills 
and stretch your food money. 
Price per pound is only a 
partial guide for judging a meat 
bargain. The amount of bone, 
fat, and gristle on a cut of meat 
affects the cost of a serving. 
One way to find the best buy 
is to compare costs of different 
cuts, grades and kinds of meat 
in amounts needed for a family 
meal. 
Less tender cuts of beef such 
as chuck, heel of round, brisket, 
and short ribs usually provide 
protein for less money than 
more tender cuts, such as rib 
roast and T-bone steaks. 
TJSDA grades of beef refer to 
quality — tenderness, juiciness, 
and flavor. 
The top 
grade, 
USDA Prime, goes mainly to 
the hotel and restaurant trade, 
The next grade, USDA Choice, 
is the one usually found in retail 
markets. 
USDA 
Good, 
just 
below Choice, is also available 
in some markets. For the same 
cut, Good grade provides more 
lean meat than Choice, and 
generally costs less per pound. 
It is also less tender. Recipes 
give ideas for cooking some less 
tender cuts. 
Poultry 
Compared to many cuts and 
types of meat, chicken and 
turkey are low-cost sources of 
protein. 
The 
official 
USDA 
grade 
mark on poultry — in the form 
of a shield — is your assurance 
of quality. Grade A poultry has 
more meat and a better ap­ 
pearance than lower grades. 
Larger well-fleshed birds are 
often better buys than smaller 
ones. They usually have more 
meat in proportion to bone. 
Larger turkeys may be cut in 
halves or quarters and frozen 
for later use. 
Chicken sold whole generally 
costs a few cents less per pound 
than a whole chicken cut up, 
or chicken pieces, 
such 
as 
breasts and legs. 
A whole ready-to-cook turkey 
usually provides more meat for 
the money than a boned, rolled 
turkey roast. 
Eggs 
In general, the larger eggs 
are a better buy if the price 
difference per dozen is less than 
seven cents for the next smaller 
size in the same grade. 
Medium and small eggs are 
often good buys in the late 
summer and fall. 
The cheaper grade B eggs are 


as good as grade A eggs for 
combination dishes and baked 
foods where the appearance of 
the egg is not important. 
Fish 
U. S. Department of the In­ 
terior (USDI) grades refer to 
the quality of processed fishery 
products 
— 
fresh, 
frozen, 
canned, and cured. U.S. Grade 
A means top 
quality. U. 
S. 
Grade B is good quality* U. 
S. Grade C is the quality of 
fishery 
products 
that 
meets 
product description but fails to 
meet the requirements of U.S. 
Grade B. U.S. Grade C fishery 
products are just as wholesome 
and nutritious as the higher 
grades and are a thrifty buy 
for use in dishes where ap­ 
pearance may not be so im­ 
portant. 
Most varieties of fresh fish 
and shellfish are more abundant 
and generally cost less per 
pound during certain seasons of 
the year. 
Frozen fish and shellfish are 
sometimes less expensive than 
fresh fish and shellfish of the 
same kind. 
The kind of meat and style 
of pack affect the price of 
canned tuna. “Light meat" tuna 
costs less than "white meat" 
tuna. In descending order of 
price, packs are fancy or solid, 
chunk and flaked or grated. 
Pink and chum salmon are 
almost always less expensive 
than silver, sockeye, or king 
salmon.

“Shopping center min­ 
istries are here to stay," says 
Dr. Everett, who presided over 
the first national coonsultation o 
the trend, held last fall in Rad­ 
nor, Pa., a Philadelphia suburb 
As some church leaders see it, 
the shopping-area “churches 
may bring sort of shift back too 


ward the old-time arrangement i opment’s whole environment, in

tivity. rather than among out­ 
lying residences. 
“There’s some resemblance 
between these shopping center 
ministries and the ‘church on 
the square’ in the old New Eng­ 
land town," Dr. Everett said.

apartm ent. He also has sev eral 
rounds of ammunition handy . 
Strangely , he is not a hunter, 
nor does he care particularly 
for target practice. He keepis

rifle 
in 
condition 
solely 
because he is req uired to do 
so by Swiss law. Ev ery Swiss 
m an of m ilitary age m ust think 
of himself as an arm ed citizen* 
soldier. 
The 
practically 
univ ersal 
dispersal of guns 
throughout 
Switzerland has, so one is told, 
no effect whatsoev er on the 
Crime 
rate. 
Possession of a 
rifle, in fact, induces respon­ 
sibility : 
it 
is 
a 
sobering 
rem inder that the Swiss citizen 
m ust 
be 
on 
guard. 
The 
American 
Rifle 
Association, 
which 
has 
been 
accused 
of 
being a terrible lobby , might 
make something of the Suriss 
ex ample. If this little country 
is any criterion, it would be 
wrong to take the American 
citizen’s rifle away from him. 
A 
law 
designed 
to 
make 
possession 
of 
a 
gun 
illegal 
would only serv e to disarm the 
honest people; the gangster, not 
caring for the law in any case, 
would not scruple to keep his 
arsenal intact. 
If the Swiuss attitude toward 
the possession of rifles seems 
highly commonsensical, it does 
not necessarily follow that ev ery 
Swiss 
practice 
should 
be 
imitated. My friend Jurg ’s wife, 
who comes 
from 
West 
G er­ 
many , is v ery critical of the 
Swiss attitude toward political 


rights for women. In some of 
the 
more 
enlightened 
com ­ 
munities and cantons women 
are allowed to v ote for local 
candidates and on local issues. 
But 
women, 
in 
Switzerland, 
hav e nev er been allowed to take 
part in a federal election or 
a federal referendum. There is 
a prospect now that the issue 
will come before the parliam ent 
in Berne, but the feeling against 
women’s rights is still strong. 
Jurg ’s 
wife 
has 
a 
good 
historical ex planation for the 
Swiss 
backwardness 
in 
the 
m atter of “ v otes for women.” 
The Swiss managed, by v irtue 
of their mountainous country 
and 
those 
rifles 
hanging 
in 
Swiss homes, to escape em ­ 
broilment 
in two dev astating 
world wars. 
So the Swiss 
haustrau 
has 
nev er had to take charge in 
the 
home community 
in 
the 
absence of the male population. 
Nev er hav ing been thrown into 
the “ forcing house” of war. the 
av erage Swiss woman of the 
older generation has nev er felt 
co mix 'lied 
to 
study 
political 
q uestions 
It is hardly a good 
omen for “ frauenstim nireeht.” 
or women’s 
rights, 
that 
the 
s t a t i s t i c a l participation in 
v oting has actually gone down 
in the cantons that allow women 
to take part in local elections. 
The q uestion is how many Swiss 
women really care about the 
v ote. 
In any case, the Swiss at­ 
titude toward federal leadership 
does not make for country wide 
political 
cam paigns 
on 
the 


American order. Who, outside 
of Switzerland, actually knowfc 
the 
name 
of 
the 
Swiss 
president? The president of the 
moment happens to be Dr. Hans 
P e t e r 
Tschudi, 
a 
Social 
Democrat from Basel. But his 
job is a purely ceremonial one 
and his term of office lasts fin- 
only a y ear. He is one of a 
s e v e n - m a n ex ecutiv e, and 
merely “ primus inter pares,’ 
or first among eq uals. By a 
conv ention, two m embers of the 
ex ecutiv e come from 
French 
Switzerland, two from German 
Switzerland, and one from the 
Italian-speaking area 
of 
the 
Ticino: the remaining two can 
b e 
from 
any where. 
The 
ex ecutiv e departm ents do their 
jobs, in accordance with 
in­ 
structions from the legislature; 
it is as though President Nix on 
were 
merely 
the 
eq ual 
of 
Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Dev elopment George 
Romney 
in his actual power. 
The Swiss arrangem ent would 
certainly 
please Senator 
Bill 
Fulbright.. It would effectiv ely

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation’s unemploy ment rate re­ 
mained in December at a rela­ 
tiv ely low 3.4 per cent of the la­ 
bor force. Howev er, other eco­ 
nomic figures continued to re­ 
flect a slowing economy under 
President Nix on’s anti-inflation 
policies.

ported today , along with the job­ 
less figures, that employ ment 
rose only slightly last month, 
m anufacturing ov ertime 
hours 
were the lowest in two y ears 
and av erage earnings of some 
45 million rank and file workers 
fell a penny an hour to $3.11. 
The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics reported that total employ ­ 
ment in December rose 72,000 to

U.S. Jobless 
Rate Stable, 
Report Shows 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation’s unemployment rate re­ 
mained in December at a rela­ 
tively low 3.4 per cent of the la­ 
bor force. However, other eco­ 
nomic figures continued to re­ 
flect a slowing economy under 
President Nixon’s anti-inflation 
policies. 
The 
Labor Department re­ 
ported today, along with the job­ 
less figures, that employment 
rose only slightly last month, 
manufacturing overtime hours 
were the lowest in two years 
and average earnings of some 
45 million rank and tile workers 
fell a penny an hour to (3.XL 
The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics reported that total employ­ 
ment in December rose 72,000 to 
78.788,000 and the number of un­ 
employed 
declined 
82,000 
to 
2,628,000. 
“After allowance for strikes, 
payroll 
employment roae by 
only 375,000 in the second half of 
1909, compared with a 1.5 mil­ 
lion increase during the first 
half of the year,” the bureau 
said. 
“Since October, payroll em­ 
ployment has been at a virtual 
standstill,” it said. 
Although the national jobless 
rate was only one-tenth of one 
per cent above the post-Korean 
War low reached earlier in 1969.

Holland s eight bishops to carry 
out the recommendations. 
Msgr. 
Fausto Vallainc, the 
Vatican's press spokesman, said 
the council had no authority and 
implied it was not representa­ 
tive of Holland s Catholics. An­ 
other Vatican prelate claimed 
that a recent survey showed 78 
per cent of Dutch Catholic lay­ 
men favored priestly celibacy. 
For some years, Holland's Ro­ 
man Catholic clerics have been 
leaders in religious innovation 
and experimentation in liturgy, 
catechism and social action. But 
while Vatican spokesmen may 
try to depict the avante garde 
Dutch as an isolated minority, 
priestly defections in muct ol 
Christendom have reached such 
proportions that Pope Paul VI

both a victory for scientists and 
a budgetary move by the space 
agency, officials said Thursday. 
Apollo 
13, 
the 
third 
moon 
landing, was rescheduled Thurs­ 
day from March 12 to April 11. 
Apollo 14, previously set for 
July 11, was scheduled for some 
time in the fall, probably in Sep­ 
tember or October. 
A space agency spokesman 
said the move was made partly 
because of heated complaints 
from lunar scientists and partly 
to save fiscal-year funds. 
He 
said 
the factors 
“ bore 
equal weight in the decision.” 
The rescheduling was viewed 
as a first move in a stretch-out 
of the seven planned moon land­ 
ings. 
A space agency official said 
earlier in the week that a plan 
under consideration called for 
two moon landings this year, 
two in 1971, none in 1972, two in 
1973, and a final one in 1974. 
A 
space 
station 
would 
be 
launched in 1972. 


The 
spokesman 
said

launchings would be about six 
months apart und^r the new 
schedule. 
Apollo 
flights 
had 
been planned for four-month in­ 
tervals. 
In the last few months, scien­

Several space agency scien­ 
tists have resigned in recent 
months after citing the flight 
schedule as one reason for un­ 
happiness.

Next Moon Trips Delayed 
Due To Problems, Money 


SPACE 
CENTER, 
Houston 
(AP) — Postponement of Amer­ 
ica’s next two moon flights is 
both a victory for scientists and 
a budgetary move by the space 
agency, officials said Thursday. 
Apollo 13, the third moon 
landing, was rescheduled Thurs­ 
day from March 12 to April ll. 
Apollo 14, previously set for 
July ll, was scheduled for some 
time in the fall, probably in Sep­ 
tember or October. 
A space agency spokesman 
said the move was made partly 
because of heated complaints 
from lunar scientists and pairtly 
to save fiscal-year funds. 
He said the factors “bore 
equal weight in the decision.” 
The rescheduling was viewed 
as a first move in a stretch-out 
of the seven planned moon land­ 
ings. 
A space agency official said 
earlier in the week that a plan 
under consideration called for 
two moon landings this year, 
two in 1971, none in 1972, two in 
1973, and a final one in 1974. 
A space station would be 
launched in 1972. 
The 
spokesman 
said 
the 
launchings would be about six 
months apart under the new 
schedule.

Ohio Assembly Reconvenes 
Tuesday; Interest Rate Eyed

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
108th General Assembly recon­ 
venes Tuesday morning and will 
attempt to rush through both 
houses a measure to exempt 
federal home building 
loans 
from Ohio’s usury laws. 
The 
bill, 
which 
may 
be 
amended to extend the exem- 
tion to commercial lending in­ 
stitutions, will be readied 
for 
introduction into the House and 
will carry an emergency clause 
making it effective upon the gov­ 
ernor’s signature. 
Ohio’s present usury law limit 
interest on home loans to 8 per 
cent. The federal government 
has upped the interest on FHA 
and VA loans to 8 Vi per cent. 
Sponsors of the measure said 
homebuilding in Ohio would be 
curtailed if firms specializing in 
the government loans were un­ 
able to compete because of the 
difference in interest rate®. 
Commercial bankers and sav­ 
ings and loan officials said the 
bill will discriminate against 
them if it exempts only federal 
homebuilding loans from the 
usury law limit. 
Bills restricting the use of 
DDT, 
restricting or banning 
cyclmatea and one calling for 
the licensing of nursing home 
administrators ere among ad­ 
ministration proposals that will 
be offered, joining 160 pieces of 
legislation left over from the 
last session. 
Gov. James A. Rhodes has 
also said he will offer bills to 
give financial Assistance in air 
pollution projects and for con­ 
struction of solid waste disposal 
facilities. 
Rhodes has dropped his con­ 
troversial proposal that seven 
two-year branch campuses be 
made into independent four year 
colleges. 
Instead, he will offer a modi­ 
fied proposal to permit the cam­ 
puses to remain branches hut 
offer four-year college courses 
in teacher education and busi­ 
ness administration. 
Sen. Douglas Applegate, D-30 
Steubenville, has said he will 
introduce a resolution calling for 
a November vote on a constr 
tutional amendment to lower the 
voting age to 19. The Legisla­ 
ture adopted a similar proposal 
last year but voters rejected it. 
Still facing the Senate is a 


code of ethics bill that passed 
the House during the last ses­ 
sion. It would prohibit public 
officials from using their posi­ 
tions for outside monetary gain. 
Legislative leaders of both 
parties are anticipating the ses­ 
sion to last at least 90 days and 
there are a few who feel it will 
be longer. 
Republicans hold a 21-10 edge 
in the Senate and a 64-35 major­ 
ity in the House. 
The possibility has also been 
voiced of a recess prior to the 
primary election in May and a 
resumption of work after the 
election. 
All seats in the 99 • member 
House will be on the ballot dur­ 
ing thin election year. Seven­ 
teen of the 33 in the Senate will 
also be up for grabs.

Moon Remains A Mystery 
As Scientists Quarrel

HOUSTON, Tex . (AP) — Th e 
moon rem ained a puzzling, ta n ­ 
talizing m y stery as some of th e 
world’s top scientists ended re­ 
ports and debate Th ursday on 
th e first studies of lunar rocks.

said Th ursday in ex plaining th e 
th eory h e co-developed with Dr. 
George Todaro. Both scientists 
are with th e National Cancer In­ 
stitute. 


H uebner 
said 
th e 
concept 
migh t o|)on th e way to eventual 
control of cancer th rough anti­ 
viral drug th erapy or a vaccine. 
Previous concepts envisioned 
cancer viruses largely as ex ter­ 
nal attackers. Th e new one ap­ 
proach points th e finger at vi­ 
rus-related 
m aterials 
deem ed 
present from th e tim e of con­ 
ception. 
“ We th ink th at, for th e first 
tim e in th e virus field, we h ave 
a way to get at th e cancer prob­ 
lem ," Huebner said in an inter­ 
view. "Th e concept is entirely 
different from w h at people h ad 
anticipated . . . We believe it is 
going to ch ange th e wh ole field 
of cancer-virus rese arch .” 
In effect, th e new' th eory h olds 
th at: 
—Th e actual seeds for cancer 
—in th e form of some of th e ge­ 
netic precursor ingredients for a 
certain ty pe of virus, called "C- 
ty |M* RNA virus’’—are present 
in all of us from th e tim e w e’re 
conceived. But, in m ost people 
oth er genetic forces keep th em 
from developing. 
—Wh en 
cancer does occur, 
it’s th e result of th e previously - 
suppressed 
mech anism 
being 
switch ed on by defective genes 
present in some people; by such 
environm ental factors as radia- 


tion or certain ch em icals; or, in 
some people, by th e very proc­ 
ess of aging. 


—Th e 
can cer 
seed 
m ech a­ 
nism, w h eth er or not it ulti­ 
mately generates m alignancy , 
m ay h ave a beneficial function 
in th e early developm ent of th e 
em bry o—it m ay be essential to 
life itself. 


H uebner said th ere is " a lot of 
docum entary evidence" to sup­ 
port th e concept. He said pre ­ 
cursors to C-ty pe RNA viruses 
h ave been found in mice, ch ick­ 
ens and cats; 
and full-blown 
RNA viruses of th is ty pe h ave 
been dem onstrated in h am sters 
and rats, and h ave also been 
seen by electron microscope in 
tum or cells of h um ans, cattle, 
swine, guinea pigs, snakes and 
monkey s.

necessary in order to produce 
m alignancy .

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
controversial Philadelphia Plan 
for opening construction jobs to 
blacks may be headed for an 
early test in the Supreme Court. 
While attention has been fo­ 
cused on Philadelphia’s district 
court, where an attack on the 
plan is just getting under way, 
the Supreme Court has a case 
on its docket that imperils the 
plan’s future. 
It’s an appeal by a Cleveland 
contractor, Hyman It. Weiner, 
who claims it would be “reverse 
discrimination,’’ 
outlawed 
by 
tho 1964 federal Civil Rights 
Act, to require a contractor to 
guarantee Negroes a preference 
in hiring. 
Weiner, president of Reliance 
Mechanical 
Contractors, 
Inc., 
lost out on a heating, ventilating 
and air conditioning job at Cuy­ 


ahoga 
Community 
College 
though his bid was lowest by 
$21,000 because he would not 
submit a “ manning table.” It 
would have meant an average 
of I out of every 5 workers 
would have been black. 
Weiner says the Pipefitters lo­ 
cal union which handled his 
work had only a handful of Ne­ 
gro apprentices and about 1,600 
white 
journeymen.

Moon Remains A Mystery 
As Scientists Quarrel

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — The 
moon remained a puzzling, tan­ 
talizing mystery as some of the 
world’s top scientists ended re­ 
ports and debate Thursday on 
the first studies of lunar rocks. 
The space agency’s first lunar 
science conference, 
organized 
for a report on Apollo l l moon 
samples, ended with the big 
questions yet unanswered: 
What is the origin of the 
moon? How did the mountains 
and craters and flat plains form 
on its jHjeked face? What is its 
age? 
Almost 1,000 scientists attend­ 
ed the conference to hear re­ 
torts from 142 colleagues who 
had studied the Apollo ll moon 
material for 90 days. 
“ Nothing we’ve gotten from 
Apollo adds anything to the ar­ 
guments,” 
said 
Nobel 
Prize 
chemist Dr. Harold Urey. “ If 
we had only the theories 
as 
proof that there is a moon, we 
would believe that it didn’t ex­ 
ist." 
One 
big question 
was 
an­ 
swered: There is no life on the 
surface of the moon, and there 
probably never has been. 
Tile three traditional moon or­ 
igin theories state that it was 
formed a the same time and in 
the same manner as the earth, 
that it was a body moving 
through space which was cap­ 
tured by the earth’s gravity, 
and that it was spun out of the 
earth itself and went into orbit. 


Each theory had proponents 
at the conference, but none was 
ready to claim that the final an­ 
swer is in. 
The age of the moon material 
at the Apollo ll landing site was 
placed at 4.65 to 3.7 billion 
years. One finding which puz­ 
zled scientists was that lunar 
dust was age-dated at 4.65 bil­ 
lion years, but rocks were age- 
dated at 3.7 billion years. 
The lunar material gives rise 
to a new science—-the study of 
patterns left in moon rock by so­ 
lar radiation. Scientists discov­ 


ered that solar flares leave 
m easurable tracings 
in 
the 
rocks of the moon. These can be 
interpreted to give clues to the 
sun’s history. 
Little is knowm about tile sub­ 
structure of the 
moon. Some 
scientists speculated that loose 
material covers the top few feet 
and that this is continually 
stirred and turning over. This 
view was supported by study of 
rocks 
which 
apparently 
had 
been exposed to solar rays from 
several different sides, several 
million years apart.

WASHINGTON (AP) — One 
of the world’s foremost microbe 
hunters has disclosed a revolu­ 
tionary new cancer theory sug­ 
gesting seeds of the dread dis­ 
case are present in all humans 
from the time of conception. 
But these seeds are kept from 
malignantly growing in most 
people, Dr. Robert J. Huebner 
said Thursday in explaining Hie 
theory he co-developed with Dr. 
George Todarcr. Both scientists 
are with the National Cancer In­ 
stitute. 
Huebner 
said 
the 
concept 
might open the way to eventual 
control of cancer through anti­ 
viral drug therapy or a vaccine. 
Previous concepts envisioned 
cancer viruses largely as exter­ 
nal attackers. The new one ap­ 
proach points tile finger at vi­ 
rus-related 
materials deemed 
present from the time of con­ 
ception. 
“We think that, for the first 
time in the virus field, we have 
a way to get at the cancer prob­ 
lem,” Huebner said in an inter­ 
view'. “The concept is entirely 
different from what people had 
anticipated . . . We believe it is 
going to change the whole field 
of cancer-virus research.” 
In effect, the new theory holds 
that; 
—The actual .seeds for cancer 
—in the form of some of the gc 
netic precursor ingredients for a 
certain type of virus, called “C- 
type RNA virus”—arc present 
in all of us from the time we’re 
conceived. But, in most people 
other genetic forces keep them 
from developing. 
—When cancer does occur, 
ifs the result of the previously- 
suppressed 
mechanism 
bein 
switched on by defective genes 
present in some people; by such 
environmental factors as radia-

tion c/r certain chemicals; or, in 
some people, by the very proc­ 
ess of aging. 
—The cancer seed 
mecha­ 
nism. whether or not it ulti­ 
mately generates malignancy, 
may have a beneficial function 
in the early development of the 
embryo—it may be essential to 
life itself. 
Huebner said there is “ a lot of 
documentary evidence” to sup­ 
port the concept. He said pre­ 
cursors to C-type RNA viruses 
have been found in mice, chick­ 
ens and cats; and full-blown 
RNA viruses of this type have 
been demonstrated in hamsters 
and rats, and have also been 
seen by electron microscope in 
tumor cells of humans, cattle, 
swine, guinea pigs, snakes and 
monkeys. 
He indicated production of 
complete viruses may not be 
necessary in order to produce 
malignancy. Rather, he suggest­ 
ed, cancer may result just from 
the “switching on” of “ viral 
caneer-genes” that are among 
the precursors of such viruses

J. J. Riccardo 
Named Chief 
Of Chrysler 


DETROIT (AP) — John J. 
Riccardo, 45-year-old specialist 
in finance, faces the task as the 
new president of Chrysler Corp. 
of reversing its downward trend 
in profits and sales. 
“ I think I understand our res- 
jxmsibilities and I will be doing 
all I can do to discharge them ,” 
Riccardo said at a news confer­ 
ence Thursday, after he was 
named president of the nation’s 
third largest automaker. 
He succeeds Virgil E. Boyd, 
president since Jan. I, 1967. 
Boyd was named vice chairman 
by the hoard of directors with 
responsibilities mainly of devel­ 
oping long-range policies 
con­ 
cerning dealers and marketing. 
Board chairman Lynn Town­ 
send said the changes would 
give Chrysler “ more firepower 
at tho too and permit us to do a 
bettor job.” 
In answer to a newsman’s 
question. 
Townsend 
said 
the 
changes were not made because 
of the recent decline in Chrys- 
ler’s profits. 
The corporation sold 1,453,248 
now cars in 1969, a 6.8 per cent 
drop 
from 
1968’s 
sales 
of 
1.559,975. Through the first three 
quarters of 1969, Chrysler re­ 
ported profits at $93.2 million, 
which compares with the record 
$178.5 million in the same period 
of 1968. 


15-Day Delay

FI’. BENNING, Ga. (AP) — A 
delay of up to 15 days is indicat­ 
ed iii a hearing on several de­ 
fense motions in the court-mar­ 
tial of Lt. William L. Calley Jr. 
Callev, 26, of Miami, Fla., is 
charged in six counts with mur­ 
dering HO Vietnamese civilians, 
including 109 during a military 
cineration in My Lai iii March 
1968. 
The hearing set for Jan. 20 
will be delayed because two 
Army lawyers making an on- 
the-spot investigation of the al­ 
leged massacre will not return 
until Jan. 15, five days later 
than planned, a reliable source 
said Friday. 
The 
source 
said, 
however, 
that in date change is planned 
in a hearing set for Jan. 19 on 
whether Calley is to be prose­ 
cuted on another murder the 
Army alleges took place VA 
months before the alleged My 
Tai incident. 


Beginning Jan. 5 prisoners in 
Pickaway County received a 
raise in their wage scale, but 
none of it is to take home pay. 
Judge Sterling Lamb issued 
a directive to local law en­ 
forcement authorities on that 
date informing them that all 
defendants 
committed 
to the 
county jail for nonpaym ent of 
fines in criminal misdemeanor 
cases should receive a credit 
of $10 per day instead of t h e 
former $3 per day rate. 
This action is the result of 
the Dec. 17 Ohio Supreme Court 
decision 
declaring 
it 
un­ 
constitutional for jail sentences 
in such cases to be extended 
for the violator to work off his 
unpaid fine or court costs at 
the rate of $3 a day. The 
justices stated in their decision 
that $3 was insufficient com­ 
pensation for the prisoner’s loss 
of freedom. 
Included in the directive was 
also a notice that no person 
could be confined for failure to 
pay court costs. Costs represent 
a civil debt and under Section 
15, Article I, of the Ohio Con­ 
stitution, persons may not be 
imprisoned for civil debts. 
In the situation that an in­ 
digent prisoner cannot pay his 
fine, he may be imprisoned for 
the fine, at the present rate of 
$10 per day, until it is paid. 
But at no time may this period 
exceed 
the 
maximum 
jail 
sentence for the offense. Costs, 
Judge Lamb explained, will be 
dropped rallier than to go to 
the expense of a civil suit. 
The rate in effect in Pickaway 
County is in agreement with 
t h a t 
of 
Franklin 
County 
municipal judges. Judge Lamb 
noted that it will remain in 
effect until some action is taken 
by the Ohio legislature to set 
a scale for all municipal courts 
in the state.
